Standard Editor Retires 


DALLAS (UPI) — John J 
Hurt, editor of the 375,000 circulation Texas 
Baptist Standard, Monday gave notice of his retirement. Hurt, who succeeded 
K S Jam es in 1966 as the first layman to edit the Texas Baptist newsweekly, 
will reach the Standard’s mandatory retirem ent age of 68 next April. 
He suggested to the paper s hoard (rf directors in their fall meeting they begin 
(he search for his successor He set no date for relinquishing the editorship. 


“If they feel the tax assessor s 
attendance will help them be more 
enlightened.”

He termed the 
suggestion presumptious and led the 
council to opt for the quarterly report 
He stressed that Hefton should not 
be forced to appear before another 
body without the presence of the 
council since he is a city employee 
Prior to the mayor’s comments, 
Bob Collins favored endorsing the 
district’s request in the interests of 
better communications but he then 
decided that W'hitsitt’s was the better 
plan 


There was no opposition to changing 
the ratio of assessment from 70 to 85 
percent as council members pointed 
out that a change in the assessment 
would not raise or lower the taxes a 
resident pays. 
If all things remained equal, for 
example, the city’s current 87 cent 
rate would be only 71.65 cents at an 85- 
percent ratio, but a taxpayer would 
still pay the sam e dollar amount. 
All council m em bers were not so 
enthusiastic 
about 
the 
periodic 
revaluation of all classes of taxable 
property, however. Louise Sherrill 
questioned the advisability of having 
only one revaluation every three 
years, but Whitsitt convinced her that 
conducting such an evaluation each 
year would be too expensive. 
Collins asked Hefton to return 
within a month to explain what he will 
do to carry out the first evaluation 
which should be ready for the 1978 tax 
roll. 


The only other decision of the night 
made on a split vote was a new gar­ 
bage 
rate 
ordinance. 
The 
mini­ 
controversy 
arose 
when 
Ellis 
questioned that apartm ents using 
plastic bags in one location had not 
been raised to the sam e extent that 
other dwellings had been. 
He suggested that the $2.85 rate be 
increased to $3 but Sherrill insisted 
that it go up to $3.50, the sam e rate for 
single family, duplex and trailer 
units. 
Collins suggested that it is less 
expensive to serve apartm ents with 
one location than to stop at several 
residences, but he added that the 
amount of money involved was not 
worth fighting about and approved 
Sherrill’s plan. Larry Jackson con­ 
tinued to oppose the $3.50 fee which 
was approved on a 3-1 vote.

A proposed 22 percent salary hike 
for the county 
judge and 
com 
missioners brought forth a howl of 
protest from several county residents 
during the Collin County Com ­ 
missioners Court meeting Monday 
Part 
of 
the county’s 
proposed 
budget for the coming fiscal year, the 
raises would lift the fudge’s and 
commissioners’ salaries from $15,400 
to $19,000 a year However, according 
to Commissioner Chuck 
Frisk of 
Plano, that same 22-percent hike also 
would be applied to other county of 
ficials. such as Sheriff Jerry Burton 
Also, the increase would bring county 
salaries more in line with comparable 
counties, such as Denton County 
“ But they didn’t seem to be con­ 
cerned about the others they just 
wanted to complain about ours.” 
Frisk stated “ Their main arguments 
seemed to be that we shouldn’t be

Polly’s Pointers 


Vinegar has many 
non-cooking uses 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR PO LLY - Do you have a list of non-cooking 
uses for vinegar'’ There must be lots of uses for it. I 
would appreciate knowing what some of them are. 
My Pet Peeve is with mechanics who come to the 
house to make repairs and then invariably have to go 
back to the shop for one thing or another. Remember 
they are being paid by the hour and the shop never 
seems to be just around the corner. — I M. 
DEAR I.M. — Indeed there are many household uses 
for vinegar. Among my favorites are its use for cleaning 
a steam iron; loosening many types of glue; washing 
windows; for dampening a pressing cloth to be used on 
the crease left when a hem has been let down; and put in 
bowls around the house to absorb odors. Also, white 
vinegar in warm water will often remove animal stains 
from carpet. Leave on about twenty minutes and then 
wash out. Do test first to see how it affects the color. 
The following letter from Mildred gives more uses for 
vinegar. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Inexpensive plain vinegar can be effective 
in solving many everyday problems in the home. I have used it 
and found it very good for the following things Soak garments 
having a perspiration odor in warm vinegar. Lightly rub dis 
coloration left by a slight scorching with vinegar. A teaspoon 
of vinegar in oil used for frying prevents the food from absor­ 
bing so much oil Rub vinegar on the hands to remove onion or 
fish odors as well as fruit stains When you buy a new fry pan, 
boil a little vinegar in it prior to use and this will prevent stick­ 
ing. - M ILD RED 
DEAR POLLY — I am an avid reader of the column and 
also a registered nurse I want to disagree with the reader who 
suggested using a clean, “ roll-on” deodorant bottle for applying 
lotion to a skin rash, etc Please do not do this. The ball rolls 
across the infected area and carries bacteria back into the 
medication thus contaminating it Instead, I suggest using a 
pump-type hair spray or deodorant bottle properly labeled. A 
strip of adhesive tape put on the bottle could have the name of 
the lotion and the directions written on it This would be much 
safer — SHARON 
DEAR POLLY — I use TV dinners from time to time and 
find it a terrible waste of energy to heat the oven just for that 
So, I set my electric fry pan to the desired temperature, 
remove the TV dinner from its box. place in the pan and put 
the cover on In a very few minutes it is bubbling hot and cooks 
much quicker than when in the oven
